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LONDON, Nov. 6.—Russian assault forces stormed into 
Kiev at dawn today and captured the ancient city, Russia's 
third in size and the capital of the Ukraine, scoring one of 
their greatest victories of the war to collapse Germany's 
middle Dnieper defence line. 


Premier Marshal Josef Stalin announced the capture 
of Kiev in a special order of the day, a few hours after Ber- 
lin had acknowledged the loss of the city in one of Adolph 
Hitler’s gravest reverses of his war in the east. 


The resounding Soviet triumph came on the eve of the 
26th anniversary of the Red revolution. It laid open the Ger- 
man defences for a Red army spurt to Poland and in effect 
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split the Nazis into two parts separated by the Pripet

Coal or No Coal? 


It has been disclosed that the strike 
of coal miners in Alberta and British Col- 
umbia is in contravention of an order-in- 
council passed more than three weeks ago, 
and is therefore illegal. Demands have 
accordingly been made in some quarters 
that the striking miners be hailed into 
court, fined or jaiied. Nothing of the kind 
is likely to happen. There have been other 
illegal strikes during the past six months, 
and punitive measures have not followed. 
The miners are no farther outside the law 
than were those in other occupations who 
have tied up production, they are nine 
thousand strong, their places cannot be 
filled, and coa! is desperately needed. 

The important thing is to get the min- 
ers back into the mines. That would not 
ibe speeded by a flood of legal actions, and 
this might easily have precisely the oppo- 
site effect. The ultimate fact is that the 
miners can probably do without wages 
for a while better than the public can do 
without coal. Every day that passes with 
the mines idle adds to the danger that 
hardship, suffering, and possibly death, 
will result. If the mines had been kept go- 
ing steadily there was a poor prospect that 
the output would meet the need. That pros- 
pect is poorer by the amount of coal that 
could have been mined this week but 
wasn't, and is made still poorer by every 
added day the stoppage lasts. ,

The Not Wanted 


Berlin propagandists continue to dis- 
cover “captured military documents” on 
which to base any representation they may 
think advisable. Their latest alleged find 
is said to disclose a plot on the part of 
Badoglio to kidnap Hitler and Mussolini 
and hand them over to the Allies. 

Badoglio may or may not have had that 
idea in mind, but the story falls down on 
the implication that the Allies wanted 
Adolf and Benito. Why they should want 
them, and what they would have done 
with them, the propaganda experts do not 
suggest. 

Mussolini was already a squeezed 
lemon when Badoglio caught him, and it 
was a favor to the Allies when Hitler's 
paratroopers stole him. As for the Fueh- 
rer, it would be a cardinal mistake on their 
part to remove him from the position in 
which he is so ably engineering the de- 
struction of the Nazi power and the Reich 
war machine, Had he been kidnapped 
someone might have got on the job who 
relied on sense and not intuitions; and 
that would have been bad for the Allies. 

Both Benito and Adolf are where they 
should be. Delivered into Allied hands 
they might be haloed by Goebbels and made 
martyrs in the eyes of Germans and Ital- 
jians. If there are those in Berlin who 
would like to get rid of them—which is 
verging from probability into certainty— 
they should be left to do the removing 
themselves, by whatever means they 
choose to employ.

The Dnieper Trap 


From Kiev down to the mouth of the 
Dnieper all the territory east of that river 
is now in Russian hands, and their guns 
are pounding Kherson, on the north bank 
of the stream where the estuary begins, 
perhaps in preparation for a crossing. 
From Kherson north to Krivoi Rog is a 
gap ninety miles wide through which Nazi 
forces from the area enclosed by the big 
bend of the Dnieper must make their es- 
cape if they are to escape at all. 

This rapid push westward south of the 
river may explain why the Red forces have 
been held up at Krivoi Rog; perhaps they 
have been waiting for the southern jaw of 
the pincers to get in position before by- 
passing the place and starting to close the 
gap. Once the southern column effects a 
crossing, the escape corridor can be nar- 
rowed from either side or from both. That 
the enemy could have been cleared out 
of Krivoi Rog sooner if that had been 
Btrategically desirable is quite probable. 

Nothing in the situation suggests that 
the long Russian offensive has lost mo- 
mentum or has been stopped by the in- 
pouring of fresh enemy forces. The indi- 
cations are to the contrary, that they are 
still going strong and the Nazis fighting 
only to keep the gap open until as many 
as possible can get out of the trap, ; 

Winter is due to arrive soon in that 
region, bridge the streains, harden the 
roads, and blanket the country in snow 
feet deep. Those are conditions in which 


| 
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the Red forces have shown themselves to 
be particularly mobile, and in which the 
enemy has never been able to even put up 
a successful defenve. It is known that the 
Russians are better equipped for winter 
than they were a year ago, and Hitler's 
men must be poorer supplied than they 
were last fall. 

Brave as they are, the outlook cannot 
be other than dark for the Nazi soldiers 
in that area as they fight a lost battle while 
the skies are overcast and the breath of 
approaching winter sweeps across the 
steppes. And, whatever Goebbels may pre- 
tend, Germans-at home cannot look east- 
ward without a lowering of spirits, for they 
know it is not a question of holding the 
Ukraine but of extricating their sons, 
brothers and husbands from the jaws of 
the Dnieper trap.

The weather was unduly kind to Nazi 
centres for a week or more, keeping Bri- 
tain-based bombers grounded. They got 
on the wing again Thursday, with crushing 
raids on Welhelmshaven, Dusseldorf and 
Cologne; while their comrades from Italian 
fields gave Weiner-Neustadt its third 
blasting in three days. Four major attacks 
on widely-scattered targets in 24 hours 
must have set a new record. 


United States shipyards delivered 163 
cargo vessels last month, bringing the 
year’s total of completed carriers up to 
1,524. At 8,000 tons capacity each, this is 
enough ships to carry the Canadian wheat 
crop overseas in a single voyage. That does 
not tell the whole story of how fast Allied 
sea transport is growing, for yards in 
Canada, Britain, Australia and elsewhere 
have also been turning out bottoms at 
high speed. But, making allowance for 
sinkings at a far higher rate than indi- 
cated in recent reports, the figures give 
assurance that the shipping shortage is 
being rapidly overcome, That handicap— 
one of the most dangerous the Allies had 
to face—has been capably dealt with, and 
is fast disappearing.

The prices of barley and oats have

wheat has been raised from 90 cents 
to $1.25 per bushel, At the same 


time, final payment by the Wheat 
Board on the balance of the 1940, 
1941 and 1942 wheat crops has been 
worked out on unexpectedly gen- 
erous terms. On October 29, the 
provisions of the Prairie Rarm As- 
sistance Act were invoked in aid of 


a substantial area in Alberta and

Saskatchewan where grain yields 
were low in 1943—at a net cost of 
some $3,000,000. 

The effect of these higher farm 
returns, of course, will not become 
apparent until the latter part of 
this year. But having regard to 
this current increase in farm in- 
come, it is of interest to note that 
in the six months ended June 30, 
last, the farmers of Canada took 
in $538,310,000, which is an advance 
of 25 per cent over the correspond- 
ing period of 1942, 

The extent of the prosperity 
which the war is bringing to agri- 
culture as a whole, and to the 
farmers of the various provinces, 
is illustrated in part by the follow- 
ing table.

And 
suicide, as I have remarked else- 
where, is an act against nature and 
the decision of 4 moment. It is 
never the occupation of a lifetime.

We may further presume that the 
military situation itself has affected 
the political decisions in Moscow, 
A Russia which sees victory at 
hand, is ‘obviously herself more 
willing to close gaps, than a Rus- 
sia facing the bleak prospect of a 
long and uncertain struggle which 
has already cost so frightfully in 
the destruction of her peoples’ lives 
and wealth. This fact will also be 
taken into consideration by the 
Germans, 

Finally, the great surprise of the 
Moscow conference is that it 
changes the political situation in 
Asia, too, Although the Russians 
have not indicated that they will 
join the war against Japan, they 
have indicated that they are uncon- 
cerned with what Japan may think, 
and they have acknowledged China 
as the leading Asiatic nation in 
the Far East. That is the meaning 
of the four power agreement. 

Thus the political gap has also 
been closed for Japan, The military 
defeat for Japan is still in the dis- 
tance, but the political situation of 
Japan and Germany is parallel.

overwhelmingly yesterday to back 
up the Moscow four-power dec- 
laration for an international or- 
ganization to keep the worl. at 
peace. The vote was 85 to 5 in 
favor of a post-war policy resolu- 
tion sponsored by the foreign re- 
lations committee,

CONCEPTION BROADENED 
Leninism has broadened the con- 
ception of the principle of self de- 
termination by interpreting it as 
the right of the oppressed peoples 
in dependent and colonial countries 
to complete secession, to an inde- 
pendent national existence. 
Formerly the question of oppress- 
ed nationalities was generally re- 
garded as a question of law only 
This bourgeois-legalistic point of 
view has now been completely dis- 
credited. Leninism brought down 
the question of nationalities from 
the lofty flights of high sounding 
resolutions to reality, by asserting 
that declarations about the “equal- 
ity of nations,” which are not back- 
ed by the proletarian parties with 
direct assistance to the liberating 
movements of the oppressed peo- 
ples, are false and misleading dec- 
larations, In consequence the ques- 
tion of oppressed. nationalities has 
today become a question of help 
and support, real, adequate support 
for the oppressed nationalities in 
their struggle with imperialism. It 
became a struggle for the real 
equality of these tions, for their 
right to exist as free and independ- 
ent states, 


INDEPENDENT QUESTION 

Formerly the national question 
was regarded from a reformist point 
of view. It was looked pon as an 
independent question, having no 
connection with the general ques- 
tion of capital rule, with the ques- 
tion of the overthrow of imperial- 
ism and of proletariat revolut 
was tacitly accepted that 
tory of the proletariat in

TWO CAMPS 


The world is divided into two 
camps: in one camp a handful of 
civilized nations, possessing the 
financing capital and exploiting the 
vast majority of the population of 
the earth; in the other camp are 
the oppressed and exploited peo- 
ples of the colonies and dependent 
countries, which compose this 
jmajority. The only way in which 
| these oppressed peoples can free 
themselves is by means of revolu- 
tionary struggle. 

The principal colonial and de 
pendent countries have already en- 

| tered upon the path of the national 
liberation movement, a step which 
} will inevitably bring about a crisis 
in world capitalism. The interests 
of the proletarian movement in the 
mother countries and of the na- 
tional liberation movement in the 
colonies call for the combination of 
the two branches of revolutionary 
struggle into a common front 
against the common enemy, imperi- 
alism. The victory of the working 
class in the mother countries and 
the freeing of the oppressed colonial 
peoples are impossible without the 
formation of a common revolution- 
| ary front 
| DIRECT AID 

The formation of a united revo- 
| lutionary front will be impossible 
unless the proletariat of the op- 
pressor nations gives direct and 
| decisive aid to the liberation move- 
| ment of the oppressed peoples and 
| against the “imperialism of their 
own fatherland.” For, as Marx says, 
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contention of Leninism that the 
national-colonial question can 
only be solved in connection with, 
and on the basis of, the proletari- 
an revolution, They have shown 
that the road to the victory or 
the revolution in the West leads 
through the revolutionary union 
(of the proletariat) with the eman- 
cipation movement in the colonial 
and dependent countries against 
imperialism, The national-colon- 
jal question is pert of the general 
question of the proletarian revolu- 
tion.
